Hartman Seriously Wounded German 


Army Officer In Sv/«rd Combat. 
Duluth, Minn., July 31.—Information 


was received in Duluth yesterday that 
Adclph Hartman, son of Emil Hart- 
man, of this city, has just fought a - 
duel with swords with Lieutenant 
Pachmann, of the German army. It 
was a bloody encounter, in which the 
lieutenant received a number of se- 
vere wounds, one of which severed the 
jugular vein.

Practically in no 
part of Siberia is imprisonment so 
nmch to be dreaded as in the mines of 
Kiira. Spring is considered the best 
time to make the break for liberty, as 
then- the rigors of a Siberian winter 
are passed, and there is then more 
chance of success. 


Many miles of desolate territory 


jnust be crossed, and in the dead of 
winter such attempts are worse than 
futile, for the despairing convict oaly 
•?scapes from serfdom to die of expo- 
sure or starvation on the bleak Sibe- 
rian desert. Yet, foolhardy as it may 
seem, many do make the struggle for 
freedom, preferring probable death ia 
this form to the miseries of the prison 
pen. 


Once the wretches have eluded the I 


sharp eyes of the guards and escaped 
from the prison proper there is always 
some guide to direct them for the first 
hundred miles or so. Night is the time 
for the attempt, and in the darkness 
some succeed. After the prison is left 
behind them all traveling must be done 
under cover of darkness. When a vil- 
lage is reached all is dark and still, 
save at one cot, where a light is ever 
burning in the window.

Goodyear is to go down to posterity in 
the history of the arts in this country 
In that great class of inventors at the 
head of which stands Robert Fulton, 
in which class stand the names of 
iWhitney and Morse, and in which 
class will stand, not far removed, the 
humblft-name of Charles Goodyear." 


Goodyear was a Connecticut Yankee, 


born at Naugatucfc, December 29, 
1SQO; those now living vrho remember j 
him in the flesh knew him as a frail 
little man with soulful eyes and a sym- 
pathetic nature. 
Goodyear after de» 


voting the energies of his life to ex- 
periments discovered vulcanization, a 
process which neutralizes the adhe- 
siveness of rubber, while hardening it, 
so that heat does not dissolve it or cold 
impair its elasticity. The chemists 
had sought the great secret in vain. 
Triumph was reserved for a man who 
was always in debt and sometimes in 
prison, and occasionally reduced to the 
most pitiful shifts to keep the wolf 
from the door. Goodyear was origin- 
ally a hardware dealer in a small way, 
but he got interested in rubber when 
it began to make a stir in the world 
•with the first importation of shoes 
from Brazil. They were soon being 
made in New England, but the busi- 
ness tumbled to ruin when the rubber 
decomposed in hot wearher and gave 
out an offensive odor. Xo one had a 
good word to say for the stuff—it sold 
.for five cents a potmd in the general 
disgust—but Goodyear, although with- 
out money or credit, set to work to re- 
habilitate the reputation of gum elas- 
tic, as he always called it. He thought 
of rubber all day and dreamed of it all 
night, and it adhered to his hands and 
clothing so that they were one and in- 
risible. "K you meet a man," said 
some one who wanted to describe 
Goodyear, "who has oa an India rub- 
ber cap. stock, coat, vest and shoes, 
•with an India rubber purse without a 
cent of money in it, that is he." 
In 


chasing what seemed to his friends a 
will-o'-the-wisp Goouyear was often in 
the panwshsps. He once left his um- 
brella with Cornelius Vanderbilt for 
come ferry tickets, and at another time 
sold his children's school books for 85, 
which be needed for his experiments. 
But he had a devoted family, like most 
geniuses, and his wife and children 
were just as much wrapped up in rub- 
ber as he was. To harden his gum elas- 
tic Goodyear mixed magneSia with it 
and turned out some shoes beautiful to 
look at, for the man hed the artistic 
sense, but as usual, they decomposed. 
He thought he had hit upon the secret 
with nitric acid, took out a patent and 
embarked in the business of making 
shoes and loys. Bad times swept 
away his prdfits before he learned that 
he had made another failure, and there 
•we*e more visits to the pawnbroker. 


About this time Goodyear met Na- 


thaniel Hayward, who was fussing 
•jvith rubber in a factory at TToburn. 
where he was regarded as a harmless 
crank. To Hayward it was revealed 
in a dream that rubber could be hard-
